If  the  product  does  not  conform  to  official  requirements, 

the  label  must  give  that  information. 

Buy  iodine  &  spirits  of  ammonia  in  small  quantities. 

Keep  medicines   in   own  bottles,    clearly   labeled.  Follow 

directions  and  warnings  on  labels,
